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BOTANIC GARDEN. 
The Dublin Society having taken ſixteen Acres 
of Ground at Glaſuevin, for the Purpoſe of form- 
ing a Botanic Garden, purſuant to Act of Par- 
liament, for promoting a ſcientifie Knowledge in 
the various 1 of Agriculture, have made 
ſome Progrels in laying them out, purſuant to 


the following Report from their Committee of 


Agriculture. 
The Gardens at Glaſuevin to be laid out as follows: 
I. A HoRTUs LINNRENS Is, 
Divided into three Parts: 
The Herbaceous, ( Herbarium.) 
The Shrubs, ( Fruttcetum. ) 
The Trees, (Arboretum. | 
Each Plant therein to be arranged aceording to 
its Claſs, Order, Genus and Species, beginning 
with the firſt Claſs and proceeding regularly to 
the laſt Claſs of Cryptogamia, for which a ſepa- 


rate Diviſion of Ground is to be allotted. 


In each of theſe Diviſions every Plant is to have 
2a painted Mark aihxed to it, which is to ſhew— 
the Number in ihe Glaſnevin Catalogue,—the 
Claſs and Order—the generic and ſpecific Name, 
all in black on a white Ground, ang the Engliſh 
Name in red. 50 | 
Wherever a Genus contains Herbs and Shrubs, 
or Trees and Shrubs, a Mark will be placed in 
its proper Order in the Herbarium and Frutice- 
tum, referring from one to the other, and ſo in 
the Arboretum, in order to ſhew the regular Con- 
tinuation of the Syſtem ; and in like Manner, 
wherever in the Herbarium any Claſs or Order is 
omitted, as not containing any Herb, or any Herb 
not hardy enough ior the open Air, a Mark will be 
fixed in its proper Place, to ſhew why it is omitted.

delicate or choice Species, two may be planted, 
teſt one ſhould fail; the intermediate Spaces are 
to be filled with Fir, Larch, Laurel, Eim, &c.

The next Garden will be the Meadow Diviſion, 
containing all Plants of which Hay can be made, 
arranged according to their Times of being fit for 
cutting, placing on one Side of the Walk thoſe 
that are valuable, and on the other, thoſe that 
are the leaſt uſeful, for the Scythe.
